The law for Japan Science and Technology Agency is hereby promulgated. 

Imperial Sign and Seal 

December 31, 2002 

Junichiro Koizumi, Prime Minister 

Law No. 158: Law for Japan Science and Technology Agency 
Article 3 (Corporate Name) 

This independent administrative body corporate organized in accordance with this law 
and the General Law for Independent Administrative Bodies Corporate (Law No. 103, 
1999: hereinafter referred to as the "General Law" which is provided for in Paragraph 1 
of Article 2 of the General Law shall be called Japan Science and Technology Agency. 

(Abrogation of Law for Japan Science and Technology Corporation) 
Article 6 

The Law for Japan Science and Technology Corporation shall be abrogated. 

(Interim Measures Involved in the Abrogation of the Law for Japan Science and 

Technology Corporation) 

Article 7 

Any and All measures, procedures and other actions taken or instituted under the 
provisions of the Old Law (except for Articles 13 and 27) prior to the effective dated of the 
preceding article shall be deemed to be measures, procedures and other actions taken or 
instituted under the equivalent provisions of the General Law or this Law. 

Article 8 

The Old Law shall still apply with regard to the penal provisions against certain acts, 
which may be committed prior to the effective date of Article 6 of Schedule and against 
certain acts which may be committed on and after the effective date of this Law that are 
related to any matter to which the Old Law shall still apply under the provisional of 
Paragraph 5 of Article 2 of Schedule. 
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
